FROM THE WEST. 

To give a fir representation of affairs 
as they are, ou the Western borders of 
our Territury, we prefer to publish the 
following letters, rather than our own 
synopsis or editorial gleauiugs:— | 
Scusizy Sratiox, Aug. 12, 1860. 
Mn — — 

Sin:—This place was attacked this morning 
about an hour after sunrise, and all the stock | 
lost. ‘The first intimation we had of an attack 
was a shower of balls flyiog amongst us. We 


fortunately all got into the house without any 


being wounded. ‘There were two parties of 
them; the surrounding party crewled as close 
to the house as they possibly could without 
being seen, and kept up their fire for an hour 

incessantly, and we had the mortification to 
see the stock drove off witbout the means to 
prevent it. One mule was in the corral, and 
they fired AAteen shots at him, one ball taking 
effect in his right shoulder. The soldiers ar- 
rived bere from Egan Kanyon about two bours 
Mer the attack. They arrived at Egan Kau- 
yon just in timo to save that place and the 
stock. ‘The station was entirely surrounded 
by Indians, the stock being corraled, aud the 
men housed. The soldiers killed several In- 
diaus, and three of the artillery were wounded. 
We need a better supply of ammunition, as 
ours is nearly exhausted. The number of In- 
dians engaged in the attack is supposed to ex- 
one hundicd. We think tbat other tribes 
are mixed with them, as they were mostly 
armed with rifles, which they used exclusively.
